Deputy Sheriffs called to the Ne- 
gro settlement in Kinloch Park, St. 
Louis County, at 1:45 a. m. today 
found the ruins of a burned frame 
house on Mabel avenue, in which 
was the charred body of a man. 
Next door they found Mrs. Jennie 
Heard, 47 years old, a Negro, shot 
in the right hip and abdomen. 

Mrs. Heard said it was her home 
that burned. Several men guests 
had been there during the evening, 
she said, playing dice in the kitch- 
en—among them Leonard Moss, 
28, and Henry Adams, 35. Moss 
had a revolver which he laid in her 
lap while he played, but, quarreling 
with Adams, he snatched it up and 
began to shoot. 

He fired five or six shots, two of 
which hit her, Mrs. Heard related, 
and a stampede for the doors en- 
sued. Someone upset the heating 
stove, she declared, and when she 
looked back the house was burn- 
ing and her guests were gone. 

The woman was taken to Barnes 
Hospital in a serious condition, and 
county authorities began a search 
for Negroes who might have been 
in the party. The body in the ruins 
was burned beyond recognition but 
it is believed to be that of Adams, 
who authorities think probably was 
shot and unable to escape from the 
burning house.

MILLIONAIRES IN 
AMERICA NUMBER 
11,000 AT PRESENT 


There Is Also a Billionaire, 
According to Official of 
Government. 


America now has approximately 
11,000 millionaires, according to an 
estimate made by an official of the 
United States Treasury, This is in 
the ratio of one person out of every 
10,450 in the United States. The 
belief is also expressed by the same 
authority that the nation now has 


'one billiomaire—a New Yorker. 


providing for income tax 
has furnished figures by 
which the Government has been 
able to make many interesting 
studies and deductions. For in- 
stance, the returns for 1924, the 
most recent given out at the Capi- 
tal, reveal that in that period there 
were 74 persons whose net incomes 
were in excess of $1,000,000. Of 
these 59 were men and 15 women. 
A review of their earnings discloses 
that about nine times as much was 
earned through partmerships as 
through individual business. In oth- 
er words, individual big business 
seems to be becoming obsolete. 
More than half of the earnings were 
from corporations.

The statistics also show that many 
of the war-time millionaires have 
passed out of record. By 1923 about 
2800 of these were no longer of the 
milliomaire class and many had even 
disappeared from the indome tax

“The Christmas Savings Clubs prove 
a splendid method of providing for 
gifts and at the same time’ promote 
the savings habit,” said H. H. Rein- 
hard, vice-president of the Nation- 
al Bank of Commerce in charge of 
savings. “The money derived from 
a Christmas Club accoumt takes the 
worry out of shopping and cash en- 
ables the shopper to buy cheaper.
